My dear Falconer: 

Calling in here today on my way across, I have had 
a good deal of talk with President Pritchett in regard to 
1iedical education. They are mailing you from this office 
two copies of a report in which he tells me he considers that 
he has quite demolished the argument,of which we heard some- 
thing at our recent conference, in favor of what the medicals 
call a six year course, namely, a preliminary year in physics, 
chemistry, and biology, with perhaps a literary subject thrown 
in, and then five years' straight professional medicine. You 
saw how Dean Clark and Professor McCallum, like Dr. Ruttan with 
us, have become thoroughly wedded to that idea on the ground 
that it will keep us in touch with American standards and sys- 
ten. Dr. Pritchett does not believe any more than I do in the 
educational value of the preliminary scientific year where men 
are asked to tackle three sciences at one time,and upholds 
my view that the double course of Seven or even six years is 
petter. He doubts whether the American Medical Association 
will continue in the same mind as they have been in regard to 


this important matter.
